SANTA CRUZ RIPGRIP has a new twist with its peanut holes now punched in 
shapes | and Ill. Really grabs those finger tippies and holds ‘em solid. Also 
bubbling from the RipGrip department is Snakeskin - Superthin. Really thin 
with no foam, no holes for those tight slippy places. Sort of like the original 
grip, way back when. Black only. 

CELLBLOCK "SLIMLINE" RAILS 

CELLBLOCK plastics has burped up a new baby to add to the original Cellblock 
Rails and the HOSOI ROCKET RAILS. SLIMLINE RAILS are what they call ‘em 
and boy, are they unique. Sort of a trapezoidal (whoal) shape and on the thin 
side. These things are designed to grab like crazy if you put ‘em on pointy-side 
in or, compensate for the deeper concaves if you slap ‘em on the other way. 
Either way, they slide like there's no tomorrow. 

PADDED CELLBLOCKS 

PADDED CELLBLOCKS are something | just gotta mention again. The best 
invention since ће CELLBLOCK Ill, these simple little shock pads smooth things 
out like a baby's butt. Just slip “em under your trucks and they do the rest.

SWEATS 
Sweatshirts and sweatpants are here for those chilly sessions. Hooded and 
crewneck tops in assorted styles and colors along with the standard drawstring 
bottoms. Clean cotton clothing. Say that 10 times, fast. 
CLOTHING 
SANTA CRUZ clothing? What? Clothing? No way, Jose. Not the standard 
poser, billboard, nerd, MTV Dance Club wear. Just your basic body wraps in 
pants, shorts and shirt tees. Big, full, roomy, durable and priced right. Small 
embroidered 'Cruz Dot logo for inconspicuous identification and most 
importantly, fully skateable. 

SPEEDWHEELS - SPEWAGE AND VOMIT 
SPEEDWHEELS SANTA CRUZ has belched up some new chunks "o" urethane 
for the wheel deal. Spewage and Vomits come up smooth with 62.5 and 60mm 
diameters respectively. Spewage has a tall thin shape for speed and sliding 
action. 
ОЈ И HOSOI 60MM ROCKET 
OJ II HOSOI SKYROCKETS has landed a smaller version in a 60mm shape that 
just may change a few minds. The front graphic is nothing but color, no numbers 
or letters. They are all squished on the back. А very clean shape and look. 
Goes by the original name: HOSOI ROCKETS. 
BULLET 63MM 
BULLET 63mm is this year's wheel of the century. (Does that make any sense?) 
Anyway, slam a 66 and a 60 together with a little ink and a dietary supplement 
and boom, a 63mm BULLET results. Clean and light in all the right places, 
this is the ona to keep your eye on! 

ОЈ И SLALOM 
Sliding into the new decks from SANTA CRUZ, we have one last wheel designed 
for a new deck. The ОЈ И SLALOM 61mm with a set of INDEPENDENT 101mm 
and a GRAPHITE SLALOM deck is all you need for some slalom and speed. 
Slalom is back! It's never been around for some, but if you want to try something 
new for a change, slalom is it. Really cleans the sole. 
'CRUZ MISSILE CONCAVE DECK 
The ‘CRUZ MISSILE CONCAVE has still proven to be the best design for all 
around foot hold. Kicked up here and there and just enough for anything thrown 
at you. It's available on all SANTA CRUZ and SMA decks. 
NATAS KAUPAS SMALL 
NEW from SMA is the NATAS SMALL. Growling in a 10" X 30" with a bigger 
nose, it features the concave mentioned above and some kitty-panther graphics. 
Keep ‘em safe or scrap ‘em off. Either way, the NATAS SMALL fits in just fine. 
RAY MEYER FREESTYLE 
The RAY MEYER FREESTYLE is NEW for the spinners and flippers in the 
crowd and it seems to get the job done. Parallel rails, reunded hips and a 
positive tail flip. 
JEFF KENDALL LARGE 
JEFF KENDALL, better known as Kendallica or Mega Jeff to his mom and dad, 
has rehoned his large shape for a more modern feel. Longer length, bigger 
nose, trimmed outline. Looks really balanced and tight at 10.0" X 30.5" 
JASON JESSEE 
JASON JESSEE has flapped his arms around and reshaped both his decks and 
slightly changed the graphics. Large is 10.25" X 31.0" and the Small, 10.0" X 
30.0". The small board graphics have to be just about the favoritest of the crew 
at NHS and the new large designs bring Neptune into the world of the illustrated 
man. Both are designed for rippage. 
BOB BOYLE 
BOD BOYLE swam from Great Britain to bring us his version of the perfect 
wooden animal. 10.125" X 31.0" with that now popular big nose, the deck is a 
ruler. Stainglass teradactyl graphics with no hidden messages (we hope!) Get 
on it and see Bod's view for a change. 

ERIC DRESSEN SMALL AND LARGE 
Yes, Eric Dressen is on the dot and cruizing hard. Two new decks and graphics 
have arrived and are clean. 10.0" X 30.25" and 10.0" X 31.0" are the 
particulars, painted, drilled, screened, the works.

SN - WAS WINCHESTER THE ONLY PARK YOU 
RODE? JS- Yeah, Well, I rode Del Mar once. I got 
a hole in my shin from Gavin, started squirting blood. 
SN - WHAT WAS YOUR SOLUTION WHEN WSP 
CLOSED? JS - Built a ramp called PINE TREE with 
some kook named Steve. Skated it everyday after 
school. Never really skated street that much. It was 
a little eight foot high ramp, something to skate. 
Clean back yard sessions. All the people I know 
skated it. Tim Piumarta got me on Santa Cruz after 
Aguilar put a good word in for me. Roskopp used to 
give me boards, then Tim said one year, "You're going 
to Del Mar”, for the contest. I screwed up because I 
couldn't skate that pool very good. Thats alright, 
though. · Мо problem. 

SN - DID YOU HAVE ALOW OPINION OF DEL MAR? 
JS- No, Hiked it. I just didn't think it was a good place 
for a contest. That's just my opinion, though. I can't 
skate pools that rad, but I like skating them. Clean. 
I pretty much skate vert. I skate other things, too; 
mini ramp every once in awhile. 

SN - YOU SKATE STREET PRETTY GOOD? 

JS - Yeah, I can skate street when I get into it. I don't 
skate it everyday, though. I skate everything. Skated 
Uvis a few times. 

SN - YOU GOT INTO THE NSA AMATEUR CIRCUIT, 
THEN WHAT? JS - My first couple NSA contests I... 
well, actually I've gotten top 10 in all my NSA contests, 
up to my second year when I started placing top 5. 
That's what I did last year. We'll see this year, buddy. 
Took a downfall, got hurt, broke my ankle. Ithappened 
at Raging Waters. 


SN - WHAT ABOUT THAT PLACE? JS - It was cool. 
I don't know, Andy didn't like me but I liked the ramp. 
It was clean and big, but that hip was useless unless 
you could dial it. Some people could, Бий couldn't get 
a hang of it. I got 7th at the am contest, fully ripped 
off. It was cool though. Didn't care, just skated. 
SN - HOW DID YOU DO IN OTHER CONTESTS? JS 
- Mush ramp. I got 3rd. I was ripping that contest. 
SN - DO YOU EVER PLAY THE LOTTERY? 

JS - I bought one or two tickets in my lifetime. Won 
a dollar one time and never turned it in. 

SN - DIDN'T YOU GET INTO A WRECK
